Q What does it mean 
^ when the pattern 
0 tells me to “evenly 
crochet” around the edge of a piece? 
How many stitches should I work? 



This is an easy way to 
0 create a straight, finished 



^ 'V. # edge. If the pattern 

doesn't specify an exact number of 
stitches, use your best judgment to 
create a flat, smooth edge. I usu- 
ally work one stitch into the top and 
bottom edges of crochet rows (where 
stitches are easy to identify), but the 
side edges can be a little trickier. My 
rule of thumb: Work 1 stitch into the 
side of each sc row, 2 stitches per 
dc row, and 3 stitches for every two 
rows of hdc. I also work 3 stitches in 
corners to help the border turn and 
prevent it from curling. 

When the instructions specify the 
number of stitches to crochet, it's

usually because the edging 
is a setup for another edging 
row, with a pattern that needs 
a certain multiple of stitches. 

To evenly distribute stitch- 
es over a large area, break 
the piece into sections. For 
instance, to work 150 stitch- 
es along the edge of a shawl, 
divide the edge by 5. Place 
a removable stitch marker 
at each 1/5 Interval along 
the edge. Divide the total 
number of stitches over the number of 
sections (i.e., 150 stitches divided by 5 
sections = 30) and work that number 
of stitches Into each marked section. 
Of course, the numbers don't always 
fit so cleanly, but the sections help 
you decide where to redistribute extra 
stitches. So If the pattern calls for a to- 
tal of 153 stitches, work 1 extra stitch 
in every alternate section (31, 30, 31, 
30, 31 stitches). 



This way, you won't end up 
with a ruffled edge (caused by 
too many stitches), or run out 
of stitches before the end of 
the row. When working on 
a square piece, divide by a 
multiple of 4 since there are four obvi- 
ous sections, but feel free to further 
subdivide your work with markers (see 
photo). You can use this sectioning 
technique for any shape. © 
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I y ^ What is a schematic 
# and how do I use it? 

A schematic Is a blueprint 
^ of the piece (or 
# pieces) you are 
making, usually for a garment. 
Schematics provide a quick 
visual overview of the shape 
and measurements of each 
piece, making it easy to un- 
derstand the construction at a 
glance and plan any changes 
you may want to make. For 
instance, this vest schematic 
shows that it is worked in one 
large piece from the bottom

You can use this information to 
compare your measurements with the 
finished measurements, and If you're 
confident, make changes to the fit. 

For Instance, for a boxy fit, you could 
eliminate some of the vest's waist 
shaping. Before you proceed with 
any shaping segment (such as the 
armholes), ensure that your piece's 
measurements match the schematic's 
measurements. Just keep in mind that 
schematics represent the finished, 
blocked size of each piece, so your 
work may not measure up exactly, 
especially if your gauge swatch grew 
or shrunk when you blocked It.

1 Two strands of yarn are used when work- 
ing tapestry crochet. One is the working 
strand and the other is the nonworking (or 
carried) strand. Tapestry crochet sts are 



worked by carrying the nonworking strand 
over the top of the sts in the row below, 
while working single crochet sts with the 
working strand over the carried strand. 

The working strand’s sts cover and encase 
the carried strand. This method creates a 
substantial and thick fabric, if there are no 
color changes in a row, continue to work 
over the carried strand to achieve the same 
thickness throughout. 

2 To change colors, work last st of the 
working strand to last yarn over. Yarn over 
with the new working strand (previously 
the carried strand) and draw through all 
loops on hook to complete stitch. 

3 Each panel consists of 5 alternating 
sections of hearts and stripes with 22 rows 
in each section, for a total of 110 rows in 
each of the 4 panels. 

4 Heart sections of panels may have a dif- 
ferent gauge due to the changing of colors 
throughout the rows. To avoid this, do not 
work sts tightly in the heart sections. 

5 Block panels to approx 6715cm wide x 
30776cm long before joining them to get a 
more uniform gauge throughout.

Panel 1 (Make 2) 

With A, ch 20 loosely. 

Row 1 (WS) Working over B, sc in 2nd 
ch from hook and in each remaining ch 
across — 19 sc.

Rows 3-110 Work same as Row 2, 
changing colors as indicated on Panel 1 
diagram at end of striped rows or within 
rows for heart sections.

Rows 3-110 Work same as Row 2 on 
Panel 1, changing colors as indicated on 
Panel 2 diagram at end of striped rows or 
within rows for heart sections. 

At end of last row, do not change colors 
and do not fasten off. 

Left Panel Edging 

Drop A. Working with B only, rotate panel 
90 degrees to work along left side edge. 
With RS facing, ch 1, sc in edge of first 
row, ch 1, sk next row, sc in edge of each 
row with B at edge, *on rows with A at 
edge, work (ch 2, sk edge of 2 rows with 
A at edge), sc in edge of each row with 
B at edge; repeat from * down left edge 
to bottom of panel to last 2 rows with A 
at edge, ch 1, sk next row, sc in edge of 
last row.

Right Panel Edging 

With RS facing, join B with si st in right

Panel 1 in front of Panel 2 
and working through both thicknesses, 
beginning at top of side edge, join A 
with si St in top sc along side edges of 
Panel 1 and Panel 2, ch 1, sc in same 
St as joining, working from left to right, 
*ch 1, sk next st, rev sc in next st; 
repeat from * across to bottom of side 
edge, ending with rev sc in last 2 sts 
(there should be no ch-1 sp between 
last 2 sts). 

Fasten off. 

Note Each chain of a ch-2 sp or ch-1 
sp on side edgings counts as a st. 

When you come to a ch-2 sp on one of 
the panels, work a rev sc and a ch 1 in

With yarn needle and A (or 
sewing needle and thread), sew buttons

With larger hook, continue working squares with 
9 rows in each square in same manner, joining 
end of odd-numbered rows to edge of square 
on left, as appropriate, and working Row 1 of 
squares across top edge of appropriate squares 
(except for squares at bottom of throw).

Row 31 Ch 1 , turn; 2 sc in first st, sc in next 7 
sts, hdc in next 8 sts, dc in next 7 sts, 2 dc in 
last st— 26 sts.

Row 33 Ch 1 , turn; 2 sc in first st, sc in next 8 
sts, hdc in next 8 sts, dc in next 8 sts, 2 dc in 
last st— 28 sts. 

Row 34 Repeat Row 18. 

Row 35 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first 9 sts, hdc in next 
9 sts, dc in last 10 sts. 

Row 36 Repeat Row 18. 

Row 37 Ch 1 , turn; 2 sc in first st, sc in next 9 
sts, hdc in next 9 sts, dc in last 9 sts — 29 sts. 
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Row 38 Repeat Row 18. 

Row 39 Ch 1, turn; sc in first 9 sts, hdc in next 
9 sts, dc in next 9 sts, dc2tog — 28 sts. 

Row 40 Repeat Row 18. 

Row 41 Ch 1 , turn; 2 sc in first st, sc in next 8 
sts, hdc in next 9 sts, dc in last 10 sts — 29 sts. 
Row 42 Repeat Row 18. 

Rows 43 and 44 Repeat Rows 39 and 
40—28 sts. 

Row 45 Ch 1, turn; 2 sc in first st, sc in next 8 
sts, hdc in next 9 sts, dc in next 8 sts, dc2tog. 
Row 46 Repeat Row 18. 

Row 47 Ch 1 , turn; sc in each st across to last 
2 sts, sc2tog — 27 sc. 

Row 48 Ch 1, turn; sc2tog, sc in each remain- 
ing st across — 26 sc. 

Row 49 Ch 1 , turn; 2 sc in first st, sc in each 
st across to last 3 sts, sc2tog, leave last st 
unworked — 25 sc. 

Row 50 Repeat Row 48 — 24 sc. 

Row 51 Ch 1, turn; sc in first 21 sts, sc2tog, 
leave last sc unworked — 22 sc.

obble crochet is the 
latest crochet trend to 
hit the streets. These 
special grouped stitches 
add tons of texture and interest to 
projects and are also fun to make! 

But do you know your bobbles from 



your popcorns? For many, they 
can be difficult to distinguish. To 
add to the confusion, there hasn't 
been much uniformity in what 
they're called across the crochet 
world, which is why I suggest you 
always check your pattern first 



to learn how these special stitches 
are supposed to be made. 

Here, I'll teach you how to 
crochet each one, showing that 
the only difference is the amount 
of the stitch you complete before 
moving to the next step.

Also called the puff stitch, bobbles are made up of several 
partial half-double-crochet (hdc) stitches. After working a 
bobble stitch with an odd number of loops (for example, 

3 or 5), close it by pulling the last loop made through 
all the loops on your hook. Here's how. 




Step 1 Make several 
partial hdc in the 
same stitch or space. 
Every time you repeat 
the "yarn over, insert 
the hook, and pull up 
a loop" sequence, 
you add two loops to 
your hook.

Clusters (abbreviated Cl) are partial stitches all made in the 
same stitch or space. (If you place each partial stitch in a new 
space or stitch and then bind them off together, that is called 
a decrease, instead of a cluster.) Clusters are most commonly 
made with 3 or 5 partial double-crochets (dc), but you can 
use treble crochet and other stitches, as well. Here's how. 

Step 1 Begin the 
cluster stitch by 
completing the first half 
of a double (or treble) 
crochet, but don't work 
the last yarn over. 

Step 2 Make 2 more 
partial dc In the same 
stitch by yarning over, 
drawing up a loop, and 
then pulling through 
2 loops on your hook. 
Bind off the partial 
dc by yarning over 
and pulling the yarn 
through all the loops 
on your hook, closing 
the cluster. 







Step 1 First, make 5 dc in 1 stitch, removing 
your hook from the last stitch to leave an 
open loop.

With 
your finger, poke the popcorn to the right 
side of the fabric's surface. 



Popcorn stitches pop up from the 
surface and create texture. They are 
usually made by working 3 or 5 complete 
double-crochets (dc) in one stitch or 
space, which are then drawn together. 
Popcorn stitches are often separated by 
a chain or two. Here's how.

Learn to Crochet 



Making a Foundation Chain 




1 . Start by making a slipknot and position- 
ing it near the end of the hook. Wrap the 
working yarn (the yarn attached to the ball or 
skein) around the hook as shown. Wrapping 
the yarn in this way is called a yarn over. 




2. Draw the yarn through the loop on 
the hook by catching it with the hook 
and pulling toward you. 




3. One chain stitch is complete. Lightly tug 
on the yarn to tighten the loop if it Is very 
loose, or wiggle the hook to loosen the loop 
if it is tight. Repeat from step 1 to make as 
many chains as required for your pattern. 




4. To count the number of chain stitches 
made, hold the chain so that the "V"s are all 
lined up. Do not count the loop on the hook 
or the slipknot you made when beginning the 
chain. Each V counts as one chain made. 



Single Crochet (sc) 




1 . Insert the hook under both the front and 
back loops (i.e., under the complete "V") 
of the 2nd chain from the hook. Wrap the 
yarn over the hook from back to front (this 
is called a yarn over) and catch it with the 
hook. Draw the yarn through the V. 




2. You now have two loops on the hook. 
Yarn over and draw the yarn through both 
loops on the hook. 




3. One single crochet stitch is complete. 
Continue to repeat steps 1 and 2, insert- 
ing the hook into each V across the row. 




4. When you reach the end of the row, 
make one chain stitch (this is called a 
turning chain), then turn the piece from 
right to left. To begin the next row, 
insert the hook under the V of the first 
stitch (skipping the one chain stitch you 
just made) and repeat the steps.
